1. SUNDAY FEBRUARY 9 LIMA NEWSPAPERS PUBLISHED AMBASSADOR 
DEAN'S DENIAL (REF B) THAT USG WAS INVOLVED IN ANY WAY IN 
FEBRUARY 5-6 DISTURBANCES AND BACKTRACKED ON SOME OF ITS 
UNTENABLE CHARGES AGAINST CIA. OTHER INFORMATION CONCERNING 
LIMA'S DISORDERS ALSO BECAME AVAILABLE. (NOTE: IN AN EMBASSY 
ERROR. REF A REPORTED RIOT DAMAGES TOTALLED AN ESTIMATED 

270 MILLION DOLLARS; FIGURE SHOULD HAVE BEEN 27 MILLION DOLLARS.) 

2. GOVERNMENT-OWNED LA CRONICA FEATURES COMMUNIQUE ISSUED BY 
PRO-GOVERNMENT MASS ORGANIZATIONS INCLUDING CNA (CAMPESINOS), 
CONACI (INDUSTRIAL COMMUNITIES), AND THE THREE LABOR 
CENTRALS: CTRP (GOVERNMENT), CGTP (COMMUNIST) AND CNT 
(CHRISTIAN DEMOCRATS). IN ORDER TO DEFEND REVOLUTION. THESE 
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GROUPS, CLAIMING TO REPRESENT 
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FOUR MILLION PERUVIANS, ANNOUNCE FORMATION OF COORDINATING 
COMMITTEE TO MAINTAIN PRODUCTION, HELP ESTABLISH ORDER AND 
EDUCATE OTHERS ABOUT PERUVIAN REALITIES. THEIR COMMUNIQUE

EXPRESO LOOKING FOR A FRIEND. EXPRESO SAYS THAT IT MIXED 
UP PORTAL'S BIOGRAPHY WITH THAT OF ANOTHER INDIVIDUAL WHO 
ATTACKED NEWSPAPER. COLUMNIST FRANCISCO MONCLOA PERSISTS 
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ON BLAMING OUTSIDE FORCES FOR PERU’S TROUBLES NOTING THAT 
LARGE NUMBER OF FOREIGN JOURNALISTS PRESENT IN PERU PROVES
